“(A) The amount of funds allocated, obli-
cated, and disbursed for programs under sub-
section (a).

“(B) The amount of ecach of such cat-
egories of funds dedicated to training, provision

of equipment, and other services.
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1 “(C) The number of personnel trained, and
2 the identities of recipient units with more than
3 50 trainees (or other appropriate number).
4 “(D) Equipment transferred with a unit
5 value in excess of $500,000.”; and
6 (2) by adding at the end the following new sub-

  (C) The number of personnel trained, and the identities of recipient units with more than 50 trainees (or other appropriate number).
  (D) Equipment transferred with a unit value in excess of $500,000. ; and
  (2) by adding at the end the following new subsection:
 
  (h) Certification Prior to the obligation of funds to Guatemala, El Salvador, or Honduras pursuant to this section, the Secretary of State, in coordination with the Secretary of Defense, shall certify to the congressional defense committees, the Committee on Foreign Affairs of the House of Representatives, and the Committee on Foreign Relations of the Senate that the Governments of Guatemala, El Salvador, and Honduras are credibly investigating and prosecuting members of the military implicated in human rights violations. .
